Hope—Their Rescue the Result of 


the Efforts of a Brave Diver— 


The Emperor Notified. 


GBATZ, May t —A diver at 10:30 


o'clock this morninff 
succeeded in 


reaching the party of tourists who 
have been imprisoned in the stalactite 
cavein at Souraich since Saturday, 
April 28, owing to a sudden lise in the 
water. The diver found all seven of 
the tourists alive. It was at first be- 
lieved that eight persons were impris- 
oned.

sion might bury the imprisoned people 
beneath tons of rock 


When the debris hail baen cleared 


an ay and all was ready for the at- 
tempt Diver Fischer made a successful 
descent into the mouth of the cave. 
When he reappeared lie notified the en- 
gineer that, although the tourists were 
alive, 
they appeared 
like people 


half bereft of reason, as the terrible 
nervous strain to which they had been 
subjected had almost driven them mad 


The tourists must have taken a con- 


siderable supply of provisions with 
them when they went into the cavern 
over a week ago, as they still had, ac- 
cording to the driver,' a little bread 
and cheese left, and they had some 
candles burning. 


The imprisoned tourists informed the 


diver that they had passed through a 
period of most awful anxiety and ter- 
ror 
They had been able to hear the 


attempts made to rescue them, but the 
work seemed to progress so slowly 
that they had almost abandoned hope. 
The noise made by the explosions of the 
dynamite cartridges had the effect of 
cheering up the imprisoned people, 
although they were in danger of be- 
ing buried beneath falling rock. 


Late in the afternoon the rescue was 


completed 
Six of the tourists were 


able to emerge from the eave unaided, 
but the seventh was so exhausted that 
he 
required 
assistance.

The police and an armed 
body of citizens were at the mines to 
protect the men, but no disturbance 
occurred. The police in buggies drove 
oyer all sections of the city early this 
morning and informed the workinr 
miners that protection was ample ani. 
there would be no trouble, and this was 
the cause of so many returning to work 
The union miners declare they will have 
1000 striking union miners here to-mor- 
row to assist them in forcing out the 
men now at work. 
The operators 


ordered all the strikers to call and gel 
their tools to-day, as they would nol 
again employ them and that no union 
man could get work at their mines. 


BLOOMINGTON, ILL., May 7.—The coa! 


miners of this city employed in the Mc- 
Lean county coal mine, Vice President 
Stevenson's mine, who recently joined ir 
the great strike, met to-day and joinec 
the United Mine-Worker's association of 
America. This has been a non-union 
mine for several years, and when they 
struck they did BO out of sympathy for 
the striking miners rather than for any 
grievance against the company. One 
hundred cars of Kansas coal were re- 
ceived here to-day. Of this the city 
gets a part, and with hard coal will be 
able to run the electric lighting plant in- 
definitely. This is a great~,relief to the 
people, as the city has been in darkness 
for several nights.

Wood violets are now at their best ant 


in utmost profusion, and visitors to the 
timber adjacent to Decatur will now fine 
them in great profusion.

color, size and length of stem vastly more 
than ordinary observers suppose.

have, too, seemingly odd fancies as to 
where and how they should grow. Some 
times they are abundant on one side of a 
stone wall and wanting on the othei 
side, though on each side the soil inaj 
be of the same low, damp, rich quality 
that they specially love.

The committee was in session all day 


Sunday, and the experts charged with 
formulating the amendments upon the 
conclusions reached by the committee 
were kept at work all through Sunday 
sight 


The float print of the bill reached 


the committee 
room shortly after 


noon, when the majority of the mem- 
bers of the committee went Into execu- 
tive session Meanwhile the senate had 
gone Into executive sesssion, and it was 
•opposed the nmendments would not be 
reported until to-day. During the af- 
ternoon, however, copies of the amund- 


•' menu were laid on the desk of each 


aenator, and in this informal way they 
were reported and made public. As 
printed, they comprise eighty-one 
pages of the ordinary bill size, and a

the changes are unimportant and 
consist of a restoration of the house du- 
ties which the senate had decreased. A 
number of articles have been taken 
from the free list, chief among these 
being agricultural products. The su- 
gar schedule is identically as has been 
Heretofore published in these dis- 
patches. 


Probably as the result of the criti- 


cism that the bill has been drawn on 
sectional lines, the committee has re- 
duced the duty on rice 


Another 
exceedingly 
important 


amendment is that relative to leaf to- 
bacco in which there is a very mate- 
rial increase in the rates of duty. 


The 
chemical 
schedule, 
against 


which the republicans have leveled 
some of their arguments, has been re- 
constructed in many particulars and 
here, as in the other schedules, the 
change is noted from ad valorem to 
specific duties to say nothing of the in- 
crease in the rates. 


The iron and glass schedules have 


been overhauled, and 
changes de- 


manded by manufacturers have been 
made, some of them not so much in 
the nature of increases as they are in 
the, .way of reclassification and the 
equalization of duties. 


The rumors that have been floating 


about for some days of the mysterioiis 
influence at work in regard to the 
•woolen and cotton schedules appear to 
have had some ground for the changes 
in these lines have been numerous, and 
in some cases very material. 


Coal, iron ore, lead ore and lumber 


were not touched. The Lead trust 
•was not the gainer by these amend- 
ments, for there was not an increase 
in the duty on lead products. Nothing 
was done with whisky, but if all the 
rumors in connection with the article 
be true it is very likely that a vigorous 
fight will be made to put the tax on 
whisky baek to tl a gallon when the 
bill comes back to the house.
